| West Adelaide make their third trip of 


the season to Bruce Stadium having 
been here in November in the Ericsson 
Cup and in the return leg of first round 
of the Johnnie Walker Cup. As one 
wag put it - “If they come here again 
this season, we'll have to start charging 
them rent!” 


Seriously though, we have had some 
very close encounters with West 
Adelaide this season and this, the fifth 
meeting of the two sides, should break 
the deadlock. To date the score reads - 
played 4, won 1, drawn 2, and lost 1. 
Goals for 4, goals against 4! 


The game is not simply important as a 
means of settling the score between the 
two sides for this season. It is important 
for the Cosmos to keep up their good 


| form and knock off Morwell Falcons 


and finish a very creditable 9th - the top 
‘provincia!’ side in the league. 


For West Adelaide the stakes are far 
higher. With five games to. go they are 
only one win behind the five sides 
above them! It will only require one of 
them to slip up in the final run in for 
West Adelaide to qualify for the finals. 
Makes you wonder just what might 
have been when you consider the 
Cosmos have drawn 11 games this 
season - second only to Sydney United. 


Recent form offers few clues. West

From the LYONS Den 


As the season draws towards the end, our chances of making 
the finals have gone. But despite that I, like most fair minded 
commentators, have been very pleased with the attitude shown 
by my players, not just in the last. couple of games but 
throughout the season. The last two games, against the top two 
sides UTS Olympic and Marconi, clearly shows that we are 
extremely competitive and can mix it with the best the 
Ericsson Cup has to offer. 


The last couple of weeks have given us the chance to see some 
great football both locally and internationally. I thought 
Australia did very well against Scotland and the main 
difference between the two sides was the quality of the 
finishing. Ally McCoist got two chances all game and his 
brilliant header was enough in the end to win the game for 
Scotland. 


The two FA Cup semi-finals also gave us plenty of 
entertainment and a few lessons to learn. The pace of the game 
emphasises the importance of the first touch and, again, 
Robbie Fowler with a brilliant header and a very calculated 
chest and volley from a half cleared corner showed the 
importance of first class finishing. 


Looking back over the season, if I was forced to identify one 
reason why we are not in the Finals it would be the quality of 
our finishing.

As the finals approach, I have to say that despite their current 
sixth place on the ladder, Adelaide City are my choice for the 
Grand Final. Each time we have played them, they have 
looked a class side. With Damian Mori performing feats equal 
to Liverpool’s Robbie Fowler, Adelaide City are frightening in 
attack and I don’t think any team can feel comfortable against 


them. They also seem to be running into form at the right 
time as well. 


For those of you who have fallen into the trap of thinking 
that the players have nothing to go for, now that we have 
missed out on the Top Six, I can assure you that nothing 
could be further from the truth. The players know they 
have a responsibility to the fans who have supported 
them all year. They have a responsibility to each other 
and are playing for their places and new contracts. 


Nowhere is that more true than in goal. With the 
departure of Steve Mautone for West Ham United, Tony 
Giannasca has fitted into the team very well. I was 
particularly pleased with his performance against UTS 
Olympic when he pulled a muscle and could not kick 
properly, but that did not stop him putting in an excellent 
performance. The competition for the No. 1 shirt should 
be pretty intense next season as I’m pleased to report 
young Danny Milosovic has started training again after 
his knee reconstruction. 


If the lads continue their recent form I’m sure we will 
notch up two or three more wins before the season ends. 
The lads believe in themselves and in each other and will 
be keen to turn those frustrating draws into three 
pointers.

From one 
such attack, in the 52nd minute, Markezic crossed and Adam Powell, the pocket dynamo, headed on to 
Jimmy Baxter who cracked a lefi-foot volley past the helpless Marconi keeper. Matt Valeri was making 
innumerable unselfish runs off the ball; Baxter, Powell and Scott Conlon were working overtime 
keeping the mid-field bottled up and Njegosh Popovich, Lindsay Wilson, Oscar Zamora and Craig 
Rankine defended resolutely until the final minute. That victory meant that we had beaten the league 
leaders twice this season and gives us great heart to meet the likes of the AIS and the QAS, and 
hopefully finish the season in the top four

region 10 times in the pre-Cosmos era.

1977 — Canberra 1 West Adelaide 3

This was the first national league game ever 
played. Ivan Gruicic had the honour of 
volleying in Canberra City’s first goal in the 
national league, in the closing stages of this 
round one fixture. But the visitors had 
performed a more prestigious feat - John 
Kosmina’s 7th minute goal for West Adelaide 
was in fact the first goal ever recorded in the 
national league. West Adelaide were never 
troubled here and had established a three goal 
just after half time in the Manuka Oval clash, 
played in front of 1900.

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From The Grandstand 


In this issue, Chris Kunz lshows that some attitudes towards our game have been 


around for a long time. 


Ask the ‘average Australian resident’ how 
long the real football has been played in this 
country and you will invariably get the 
response that it was a post-war 
migrant-engineered phenomenon. 


While the immigration program indirectly 
resulted in the establishment of many new 
clubs based on specific migrant groups, 
there were other community—based teams 
that had been in existence for many years. 
Auburn, Granville and Canterbury (for 
whom Johnny Warren first played top level 
soccer), for example, had long been an 
established part of the Sydney scene. 


In fact Granville and Canterbury were 
original members of the British Football 
Association, Sydney outpost, begun around 
1881—a year after Ned Kelly was hung. By 
1888 there were six other teams in Sydney: 
Hamilton Athletics, Caledonians, 
Parkgrove, Pyrmont Rangers, Wanderers 
and Rovers. 


There were another five or six clubs in 
Newcastle, one in Bulli and the Southern 
Cross Football Club (the subject of recent 
celebrations and ‘From the Grandstand’ 
articles) in Joadja Creek, near Berrima. 


Dr Philip Mosely of the University of 
Canberra uncovered some information on 
that early period in an 1888 article 
dispatched from Sydney and printed in the 
Scottish magazine, ‘The Scottish Umpire’. 
These excerpts throw light on the fledgling 
Association and its rivals: 


‘The players hail from England, Scotland 
and Ireland, and we have some rattling 
good players amongst them. There are a 
good few of the young colonials taking an 
active part in the game, and in that way we 
hope to see it take a good hold on the 
public. 


Four seasons ago, one or two thousand was 
a big crowd for us, but year by year it has 
increased, and last year at one cup tie we 
had about 2000 present. 


Of course all but the final is played on 
public ground, and at the final, when people 
have to pay, a few hundred are all we get 
and then it depends on what other 
attractions are on. 


The rugby game is more popular and they 
can always raise double the crowd we can; 


but, of course, they have been longer in 
existence, and have over 30 clubs playing the 
game, 


In Victoria, the game received very bad 
treatment, Victorians believing in protection so 
much that the Victorian game is the only one 
that the public will patronise. 


On the occasion of the last inter-colonial match 
at Melbourne, ‘The Age’ was childishly funny, 
and on the game saying that “bunting the ball 
with the head was apt to cause softening of the 
brain,” and generally ridiculing it. 


I was told that our: brother footballers there 
experience great opposition in their endeavours 
to popularise the game, They have four clubs, 
and have private grounds to play on, and only 
want some encouragement to get on fast. 


I don’t know much about Queensland, so can't 
say much, but I am told they have a lot of good 
players there, and they believe they could give 
the N.S. Wales a good licking.
